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HOW TO BE А BAND 


Part 4 


By Em from Bomb Ibiza 


Promotions 

The balance between music, life 

and sanity is always a challenging 
one. Having run gigs for around six 
years, I’ve seen this reflected in the 
life-cycles of numerous bands (and 
other promoters!). We've seen them 
get together, peak, trough, split up, 
reform, change styles, change line-ups, 
re-name, be best mates - and be worst 
enemies. 

Promoters — just like bands — evolve 
and have to deal with change and 
stress. Like bands, choosing to invest 
your time so heavily in music has 
consequences, and managing those 
consequences can sometimes be a 
bigger challenge than what it is 

you are aspiring to do in the first 
place. As well as music, we all have 
individual lives to live — work, friends, 
relationships, other hobbies etc can all 
be more important. Whether we treat 
them as such is up to us. 

In this issue of my HTBAB neurosis | am 
therefore going to reflect on some of 
the themes that seem most important to 
me in managing this balance. As per 
usual none of this will be rocket science, 
but hopefully some of my observations 
will make sense in the context of the 
behaviours you see in the UK DIY-scene 
today. 


° Keep it Simple: Ever feel 
overwhelmed? Like you just want 
to have ten minutes in front of 
the TV with a cup of tea, but 
you can't because of the things 


buzzing around your head telling 
you to do the 98 band-related 
chores that have been building 

up for weeks? It's a pretty natural 
occurrence from what | can gather. 
My best advice is to try to be 
organised — keep lists of what 
you have to get done and then 
(a) you will feel better for having 
some semblance of control, ( B ) 
it'll be easier to work out what 
you can feasibly do and what you 
may need to delegate, апа (с) 
you'll feel a sense of satisfaction 
at actually getting somewhere as 
you achieve what you've set out to 
do — and less like you are simply 
on a treadmill. 

As | look back now, it's exactly 
how you said: The vast majority 
of band arguments / frustrations 

І have seen come down to poor 
communication (perhaps because 
Pm often the third party that they 
talk to, and therefore | get to see 
all sides!) In order to keep sane, 
l've always felt that bands could 
try a bit harder to talk to each 
other about how they are finding 
things. Yes, | know that sounds a 
bit emo, but half the time a load 
of guys stuck in a van for weeks 
on end still seem to have no idea 
of what is making one another 
tick. This leads to off-hand 
comments, frayed tempers and 
ultimately being so worked—up 
that band: members quit and 
no-one seems to know why. 4 
Secondly, if you are frustrated `. 
about something to do with the 
band, talk to someone external 
about it. We're all often too close 
to things to see them truthfully and 
unbiased opinion can help no end 
— let alone being a chance for 
you to let off steam, 

Another frozen meal: I’m going 

to sound like an NHS advert now, 
but if everything is getting on 

top of you and you feel like you 
might crack, having fifteen-pints 
and a pile of drugs might not be 
the best answer. Your body can 
only function if you try to take 
care of it sometimes. Eat properly. 
Exercise. Moderate your poisons. 
(Anyone who has done this will 


agree with me — even if the rest 
of you think l've lost the plot!)

point two), the occasional well- 
timed sacrifice can do wonders to 
refresh your enthusiasm for what 
you do. 

9 | checked the world and I’m okay: 
At the end of the day, none of us 
are victims. We all choose to do 
what we do and how we do it. 
Too often investing time in music 
becomes part of our fabric and 
it is easy to forget that it is our 
decision alone to let it feature so 
heavily. It's only human to feel 
frustrated and need a moan 
every now and again, but music 
is about passion, On that basis 
І know | often feel a lot better 
for re-directing my passion into 
reminding myself that I’ve chosen 
my own path, and to refuse to 
be mired in self-pity. It is the 


antithesis of everything we 
` Should be standing for. 


Nothing worth doing is ever easy, 


particularly when it requires a high 


level of commitment. This also means 


that most musical pastimes іп the 

DIY scene have a time limit on them. 
Nonetheless, making the right sacrifices 
and not the wrong ones can ultimately 
lead to the most important choices 
being made when it really matters.

Third on my list of festivals to explore 
last was Rebellion in Blackpool (2010: 
5th-8th August) Four days of top

of its kind. Rebellion not only turns 

the Wintergardens venue in the west 
ēdast town into punk bliss for the whole 
weekend, but the whole town seems to

August bank holiday weekend is 
always a prime time for festivals. 

The long weekend and the increased 
chance of sunshine gives events 

such as Leeds and Reading Festival 
and Cheshire's Creamfields a large 
crowd, But in London last year the 
underground scene struck out at the 
mainstream money making festivals and 
held their own mini festival to celebrate 
all things punk and DIY. The nicely 
titled ‘Fuk Reading’ festival held at The 
Grosvenor in Stockwell kicked-back-at 
the clear channel festivals of the UK 
with two days of awesome bands from 
all around the UK and Europe. At the 
minute there are no details on-line, but 
if the festival runs in 2010 it would 


definitely be worth checking out if you 
are spending summer in the south! 


Back to Manchester, and in|August 
2009 Ignition Festival took to The 
Retro Bar for its second year running. 
Three days of local ska, punk, reggae, 
underground bands gave music fans in 
the north west the chance to skip Leeds 
festival, and the £200 price tag, and 
still have a fun-packed and enjoyable 
band filled weekend. Weekend tickets 
were just £10 for Friday evening, 
Saturday night and Sunday afternoon 
and a massive range of bands played 
to a packed out venue. The success of 
Ignition is down to the combined effort 
of the three promotors involved; TNS, 
Bomb Ibiza and Slit Records.

Emma) You've recently been signed 
to the TNS label. How did that come 
about? 

Col) Persistence to the extreme. We 
met Andy about 7 years ago, | think. 
Then he formed TNS and we've done 
countless gigs for them. We start to 
record an album, TNS wanna release 
it, we say yes. The story really is THAT 
exciting! 

MJ) I'm assuming they were blown away 
by our skills. Either that or they like us 
as people. That's why | assume they 
were blown away by our skills. Maybe 
not even blown away. Maybe just 

worn down. We have all known each 
other a good while and in my heart of 
hearts I’m hoping it's cos they think we'll 
deliver something worth hearing. 
G-Man) | haven't signed shit! If those 
corporate TNS bastards think they’re 
getting any of my hard-earned they’ve 
got another thing coming. 


Emma) Were you previously self 
releasing your old material? 

MJ) l've never heard it put that way 
but yeah all previous recordings we just 
made and then we sold em ourselves. 
Which is why this is gonna be such a 
treat cos TNS can get the records out 
further and faster than them being in 
my spare room. 

G-Man) The Kirkz have always been 
proud of their DIY, non-profit image. 
Some may say that’s ‘cause we're 
terrible at selling our merchandise 
and lack the funds for any sort of 
professional release. 

Col) Yes, and it’s so much fun that we 


vowed never to do it again: 


Emma) This is the 12th year you’ve 
been in this game. Did you think at 
the time that you'd still be doing this? 
MJ) If you'd have asked anyone who 
saw us in '98 whether that band should 
have been allowed to continue for 

12 years yov'd get some interesting 
answers. If | could delve back into my 
16 year old mind set | reckon | would 
have been thinking "being in a band is 
well cool”.

We should have helicopters by now 
Col) Have you ever woken up with a 
hangover at 10:00am, eaten some left 
over curry then fallen back asleep to 
finally wake up at 4:00pm and ask 
yourself: “where did all the time go?"

Emma) Have you progressed as far as 
you'd wanted to in that time? (If not, 
where did you see yourselves?) 

Col) Not really. We were playing mid- 
90's punk rock after it had gone out of 
fashion and unfortunately it's still not 
come back into fashion! Due to lack of 
progression, l've recently learnt how to 
do turntable scratching on my guitar, a 
technique that thankfully doesn't involve 
really playing the instrument. 

G-Man) I think we've finally got to the

He'd been 
our roadie/guitar tech for the past 
year and before that he used to come 
to our gigs as a kid and to top it all 
off he is a musical freak who can play 
everything amazingly well. 

The rest of the band totally agreed. 


TNS) At recent gigs, you've been 
airing some new songs. Can we 
expect a new E.P/album from you 
anytime soon? 

MS) Yes, finally in 2010 we will at last 
release our second album, its been 

a complete pain in the ass. Our first 
album was released Dec 20051 
But all sorts of shit went on which 
stopped us recording the new one, not 
Ах! Rose type stuff just plain old bad 
luck haha. But now we are deep into 
the recording , the tracks are sounding 
IMMENSE!!! | truly can't wait for it to 
finally hit shops. | was getting a bit 
embarrassed when my mate pointed 
out his band had released 2 albums 
in the space between our first and 
second. 


TNS) You have quite a different style 
to the generic ‘punk’ sound. Who 
would you say some of your biggest 
influences are? 

MS) We all have very different tastes 
in music which l think gives us the sound 
we have, whatever that is haha. Lets 
see, personally I’m influenced by Faith 
No More, Pearl Jam, Sublime, Kyuss, 

all grunge (you may notice all this fits 
under the 90's alt umbrella haha) and 
bands like The Bronx, Peeping Tom, 
Dillinger Escape Plan, loads actually. 
With the rest of the band the diversity 
is crazy bands like Bjork, Simon and 
Garfunkel, Ella Fitzgerald to Discharge, 
GBH, Slayer, NOFX, Descendents , 
Weezer, NWA. Yeah we are influenced 
by a lot of music haha 


TNS) Have you found that shying 


away from the conventional ‘sound’ 
has worked well for you, or have 
you found it harder to introduce your 
genre to fans? 

MS) It's a pain in the arse haha. | mean 
when we started out we were pretty 
much ska/punk by numbers but that 
changed, we got older, we changed as 
people we wanted to push ourselves 
further. | think one of the things was we 
didn’t listen to that sort of music so why 
do we do it. 

| think it surprised a lot of people when 
we began to change and to be honest 
our fan base got a kicking haha. We 
would (and still do) get booked to play 
ska/punk shows and people just didn’t 
really get it, they enjoyed it but it’s not 
really what they were prepared to 
listen to that night. Me, | love playing 
so | didn't really notice that much. 

| think now people have had a chance 
to get used to it the base is growing 
again and we are seeing a lot of new 
faces in the crowds. It makes me really 
happy when people turn up to our 
shows now who used to HATE us and 
are now really into us, good times. 

The thing is though, | don't really have 
а clue what sort of band we are and 
so when booking shows | have no idea 
what sort of gigs to go for so I'm going 
to be greedy and play all of them. 
Fuck genre, a good tune is a good tune 
(I'm not saying that about us, music in 
general, a good tune is a good tune, 
who cares on the style). 


TNS) What albums of the past 10 
years do you think have been the 
most outstanding? 

MS) Personally - Peeping Tom -S/T 

is a work of pure genius, Lovage 
(which is by Mike Patton and Dan The 
Automator) is the sleaziest sexiest 
album ever, if you need to get into 
the mood thats the onel. All 3 Bronx 
albums, Ire Works by Dillinger Escape 
Plan, The Big Dirty by Everytime | Die, 
Mariachi El Bronx. | know its not in the 
last ten years but | only got into him a 
few years ago so Jeff Buckley - Grace 
is beautiful as is Plans by Death Cab 
For Cutie. 

That is a really hard question | 
basically listen to music constantly and 
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there have been so many works of 
pure genius. 


TNS What can we expect from you 
tour-wise in the next few months? 
MS) We'll get this album finished then 
we are off, will be heading back to 
europe thats a definite. There is talk 
of us supporting ‘Fucked Up’ on tour 

in May which I truly hope happens. | 
want to go back to the states again as 
last time was just amazing}! Festivals!!! | 
want to play the festivals, all of them. 
Aside from that play every gig we 
get offered, thats what its all about at 
the end of the day, a gig is a gig and 
thats why we all joined bands in the 
first place, to gig. 


TNS) What will you remember the 
decade of the 'Noughties” for? 

MS) Going bust twice with two business’ 
haha. Getting my heart broken, 
getting an awesome dog called Axl 
Rose. Getting to see the world with 
my dearest friends ever. Making a 
million new friends. Being very drunk, 
spending saturdays apologising to 
everyone | chatted to, texted or 
e-mailed on the friday night. And 
laughing, laughing a lot

yourself this time next year? 

MS) A little better off, a little happier, 
listening to our second album and 
maybe recording a third, I’m not 
waiting 4/5 years again. 


TNS) What would you say your most 
memorable gig of 2009 would be?

TNS) How did you start up? 

Kieran) In Summer 2009 a guy from 
Holland came over called Tim Van 

Tol to play a few shows and | lived in 
Peterborough then and put the show 
on. lt was a really good turnout and 

a few guys came from all over the 
country for it. Two of them were Adam 
and James. l'd met Adam a couple 
times before when his old band The 
Frontline played Peterborough, and 
had drunkenly talked to James outside 
a Gaslight Anthem show in Nottingham 
the previous year. We ended up 
going round the UK with Tim for the 
rest of the dates and ended up real 
good friends. This went for everyone 
on the Brothers of Shame Tour. That 
week literally changed my life. So 
James, Adam and | realised we were 
all moving to Manchester around the 
same time and figured we should get 
involved in the scene up here as soon 
as possible so we met up and had some 
drinks and decided we were going to 
start putting on shows, putting out a 
'zine and starting a blog. 

Without the Brothers of Shame Tour 
(Listen to the song by Cynics) in summer, 
nothing would be happening. 
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TNS) What sort of gigs do you put on 
and how would you describe your 
ethos? 

Kieran) | suppose our main ethos is to 
have a party. We all love boozing 
and we all love punk rock. Just leaving 
a show with a smile and a sense of 
community and positivity is the most we 
could ask for, so we try and strive for 
that, whilst keeping door prices as low 
as we can. 


TNS) What bands can we expect from 
you in the next few months? 

Kieran) The first band we ever booked 
as Moving North was Dear Landlord 
so we're so stoked for that show. If 

you haven't heard Dear Landlord, it's 
incredible No Idea style pop-punk. 
Their album 'Dream Homes' was maybe 
the best record released last year. 

For fans of Off With Their Heads, 
Steinways and songs about whisky and 
records. Our best friends in Apologies, I 
Have None are also playing that show 
on May 7th. 

Other bands we've got lined up are 
Deny Everything (Germany) with 
support from Cold Ones, Cutting Class 
and a couple others.

Kieran) | think | can speak for James 
and Adam when | say we love the likes 
of The Lawrence Arms, Hot Water 
Music, Gaslight Anthem, Against Mel, 
Latterman, Dillinger Four, Nothington...l 
could go on all day. Also bands like 
Shook Ones, Kid Dynamite (and every 
offshoot from that band), A Wilhelm 
Scream. We also love a bit of Jamie T. 
However, we're all really proud with 
the vast amount of insanely good UK 
bands around at the moment, like 
Calvinball, Above Them, Just Panic, 
Cold Ones. 

And in his own paragraph we'd like to 
plug Sam Russo.

TNS) Also you are doing a fanzine 
aren't you?

Leagues Apart's Francis Hunt tells 
me all about what the new band are 
up to... 

Sam) Leagues Apart seem to have 
stormed onto the Manchester 

scene recently - tell us a bit about 
yourselves... 

Francis) HELLO! We are 1/4 Stand 
Out Riot, 1/4 Kickback UK, 1/4 The 
Frontline and 1/4 James ‘Gunslinging 
Outlaw’ Hull. Most of us met because 
we live in the same building in Salford, 
and then we just had James imported 
from Kent. We all have our own distinct 
smell. 


Sam) Which other bands on the UK 
scene would you say are LEAGUES 
APART from the others? 

Francis) There are so many awesome 
bands right now that it'd take forever 
to mention them all - so ЛІ just go 

for mint bands we've played with so 
far. Firstly, Apologies, | Have None 
are incredible. They sound like if 
Against Me hadn't got rubbish after 
‘Reinventing Axl Rose’, and their new 
stuff (recorded with lovely ТІМС) 
sounds amazing (and they were kind 
enough to lend their big voices for our 
CDI) 

We've also enjoyed Macclesfield's 
The Shuffle - who are back in action 
after a few member /instrument 
switch-arounds, Special Agent Set from 
Bolton are really worth watching out 
for. By the time this goes to print we 
will have played with a majesty of 
bands at our release party - which 
includes The Arteries, Bangers, Above 
Them and AWarAgainstSound, who 
are all amazing. Outside of the 

UK scene, we've supported Austria's 
7YearsBadLuck and Nothington from 
San Francisco. So yeah, check out 
these bands, buy their shit, watch them 
play and then tell them we told you to 
do this to increase our street cred! 

Oh yeah... and we also played with a 
band called 'Beatdown the Bear'. They 
had beatdowns, but weren't bears, so | 
give them 50%. 


Sam) Have you got a tour planned for 
the summer, or which festivals are 
you really looking forward to? 
Francis) We have a few ideas for the 
summer, but we're really excited about 
our European tour in April. We're off 

to Belgium, France, Austria, Switzerland 
and hopefully Germany, so a week and 
half of stupidity and wonderment. As 
for festivals, there's so many to choose 
from! Groezrock, Strummercamp, Slam 
Dunk... and we'd quite like to play the 
Fest, if anyone's listening... 


Sam) If there was another league 
Leagues Apart could be part of which 
would it be? 

Francis) | think we'd fit perfectly into the 
Violation of Sleeping People League. 
Seriously, we have one tour rule - don't 
fall asleep. Unless, of course, you want 
to wake up with any of your body 
parts (and | mean ANY!) shaded in a 
different colour. Nights spent together 
are comparable to the final scene in A 
Nightmare on Elm St. And don't think 
because yov're not in our band you're 
safe. You've been warned. 


Sam) What are the main influences 
behind the band apart from 
Barburrito, cheap beer and insomnia? 
Francis) Hmmmm... That's a tricky 

one; those are such huge parts of our 
lives. But, if | had to choose, l'd say 
bands like Hot Water Music, Latterman 
and The Lawrence Arms have been 
massive influences on us musically. 
Lyrically, everything is about personal 
experiences and stuff like that. And 
most of our song names are silly things 
taken from films, books, dead-ringing 
look-a-likes! 


Sam) Tell us about your new album... 
Francis) The CD is a combination of old 
songs each of us had written, and new 
stuff that we wrote together over a 
month or so. 

Everything happened very quickly 

- our line up was only completed in 
December, and we started recording 
in January; but surprisingly nothing 
felt rushed, because we all seem to 
work together well, and our songs 

are fairly straight-forward anyway. 
We produced, recorded and mixed 
everything ourselves, using the studios 
at Salford Uni, and bits and bobs we 
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had at home. 

A definite highlight of this was our 
gang vocal session being shut down 

by our accommodation security (what's 
wrong with 11 guys shouting at the top 
of their lungs at Тат anyway?). But 
we're very excited about the release! 
Very very! 

Sam) And what about the future, how 
is that looking? 

Francis) We have a few things we're 
looking forward to in the near future. 
Firstly, we're putting a song on a 7" 
single which is raising money for the 
Sea Shepards, and later in the year 
we're planning on putting out a 7" of 
our own. Both the titles for these things 
are completely amazing and hilarious 
(we are geniuses!), so hold tight for 
those two revelations!

Punk Rock Demonstration is a punk 
radio show broadcast over the internet. 
It is run by Jack who also started up the 
station. The TNS podcast is featured 
on his show and so we thought we 
would find out a bit more about how 
things started out... 

"| was always into punk rock. When 

І was younger, | didn't know what it 
was, but later on, like in 1995, | found 
out what it was called. | got out of it 
briefly in 2000 or so when | acquired 
some raver friends," says Jack. He 
started online radio station Punk Rock 
Demonstration in 2005. "After my 
friends overdosed on drugs and such, 

| got out of the rave scene because it 
was so ridiculous. l'm anti-drugs and 
the rave scene was all about drugs - | 
didn't want anything to do with it so | 
went back to punk rock and was into it 
even more than previously because of 
the lifestyle and the ethics." 

"| dor't think it's possible to just say 

a little about how the show started," 


says Jack. He started Punk Rock 
Demonstration in 2005 whilst working 
at a radio station. "| wanted to start 
my own show, but | couldn't play the 
stuff | wanted to play because it was 
regulated. | originally wanted to play 
rave music, but the problem was, one 
song would last forever so | wouldn't 
really have much of a show and plus, 

| wasn't feeling the rave scene by that 
point so | started with the punk rock 
demo show." 

Starting out with just 30 minutes once a 
week, every show was recorded onto 
cassette tape and transferred reel to 
reel to be broadcast over the internet. 
In 2006, Jack broke free from the 
station and decided to set up his own. 
“From then, | wanted to make my show 
different from all the rest of the shows 
out there by doing audio interviews of 
punk rock bands, mainly because there 
weren't any good punk rock interview 
shows and | hate reading interviews!” 
Punk Rock Demonstration now features 
more than just Jack's show and he 
hopes to fill all 24 hours of the station 
with different programs from around 
the world. 

It's great to tune into Punk Rock Demo 
and be able to listen to non-stop songs 
from bands you really like and Jack 
really seems to understand what to 
play and when. "For groovy tunes, | 
play Asian Man records, usually some 
ska, but for the energetic songs, Га go 
for TKO, SOS, and Concrete Jungle 
bands. My favourite label would 

have to be one that's a mix of all of 
them! My favourite party tracks are 
Oxymoron - Another Day, Another 
Mess. Currently my ringtone too 
because it describes my life perfectly! 
Another would be Suburban Lockdown 
- Rock N Roll Heroes and Stand Out 
Riot - Spacesuit." 

For Jack, running Punk Rock Demo 
comes at a sacrifice. "With my 

work schedule, anything that | would 
have probably planned on going 

to this summer would have been a 
disappointment. Already disappointed 
that | missed a show that | threw today 
because of the sudden change in the 
work schedule," he says. “І get all sorts 
of feedback, from wow, your show is 
awesome, to wow, your stuff is awful. 
The best feedback | get are the ones 
who can't spell." 


But despite the occasional criticism 
and having no spare time, | get the 
feeling Jack loves every minute of what 
he is doing. “Punk rock just has that 
energy to motivate me more than the 
other genres. My main inspiration was 
Joe Sib from SideOneDummy. When 
his show came on the air on the local 
station here, | knew what | wanted to 
do." 

He is definitely a very committed guy 
indeed. In true TNS fashion | had to 
find out what was the biggest animal 
he thought he could take down with his 
bare hands. 

"Па say a cat because they're the 
only ones you could trick into staying 
put until you go in for the take down." 
Amazing.

TNS) Can you give us a brief history 
of the band? How did you meet, 
what inspired you to start playing 
and what have been the best bits so 
far? 

TOTR) Well, we started as a series 

of drunken ramblings between Lem 

& Murph in rock club in Bury. After a 
few line-up changes we arrived at the 
perfect sort of formula with Steve on 
drums & H on bass. | guess those ‘best’ 
experiences have been more frequent 
in the last couple of years, since moving 
into our permanent room in a Radcliffe 
mill. We've been able to get more jams 
and be more actively creative, and we 
were able to record our EP for free 

in the studio down there — which was 
fuckin quality. This has helped land 

us bigger gigs such as with Eighties 
Matchbox... last NYE and The Stupids 
last month — FUN! 


TNS) You recently released your ep. 
How has the response been so far? 
Are you pleased with it and how 
important is it for a band such as 
yourselves to get your recorded music 
out? 


TOTR) We're very pleased with the EP. 
It was so important to do it off our own 
backs with the help of the guys at the 
mill. We designed the gatefold sleeve 
so it would be possible for us to print 

it for cheap at uni, and as it turns out 
we've made something quite interesting 
to hold. Haha, but it sounds wicked 

too thanks to the way we recorded 
and mixed it really. Feedback off punk 
folks has been good anyway! 

Of course, it's imperative for bands 
like us to release records! It's never the 
same as live gigs but without releases | 
reckon you'd tread water and struggle 
to get out of the practice room. 


TNS) | always feel there is an 80s 
hardcore edge to your sound. Is this a 
conscious thing and who would you 
cite as influences? 

TOTR) It certainly was at first in '04. 
There was a lot of fuckin anger and 

we were listening to a lot of U.S. punk 
such as DK, Bad Brains and early TSOL 
& Offspring. We're all big music 

fans though so we listen to all sorts 

and that's bound to come across in 

our music. It's fair to say we're from a 
mixed bag these days — obviously very 
much into punk but you can hear traces 
of bands like The Doors & Joy Division 
in our newer stuff...apparently.

BOSTON UNDERGROUND - 4 BAND 
SPLIT (KT Records) 

FEATURING: SUPERPOWER/THE 
ALLSTON PANTS/NO SHIT/COLIN 
AND THE CANCER 

This four band ep features bands who 
play the Boston (that's Boston USA btw) 
underground circuit and it offers 22 
tracks. | must confess | had never heard 
of the bands before, but as we all know 
that doesn't mean they are not good. 

I really liked the ethos of the whole 
release and it very much reminds me 
of the early days of TNS and I’ve got 
my fingers crossed that these guys will 
follow this up with some more releases 
because this is great. 

| suppose if you wanted an overview, all 
bands fall into fast, aggressive punk/ 
hardcore categorization, but each 
offers a slightly different slant. 
Openers Superpower, offer quite 
heavy yet melodic hardcore, with some 
more nasty, angry punk parts, played 
really fast, which at times had a hint of 
Propaghandi about it and at times is 
more screamy and heavy. The fastest 
and shortest track, ‘Problems’ was my 
personal favourite. 

Next up is the Allston Pants who are a 
much more typical punk sounding band 
who will appeal to fans of Leftover 
Crack, as they are quite similar vocally. 
It's nothing massively original, but it's 
well executed and well worth a listen. 
The latter two bands appealed most to 
my own personal taste. The hardcore 
blast of No Shit, was great. As their 
name would suggest, they are to the 
point, aggressive hardcore, which 
reminds me a bit of Paint it Black. There 
are some more metal, floor punching 
moments and they are probably the 
least punk of the bands, and would 
definitely go down well with a hardcore 
audience. 

Final band, Colin and the Cancer are 
possibly the most typical punk offering, 
with an old school UK punk edge, but 
also hint of Leftover Crack. Their track 
‘Move’ was my favourite on the ep. They 
are one of those bands who manage 
to have raw, nasty (nasty in a good 
way) vocals, yet are still melodic. ‘Our 
Own Way’ also deserves a mention as 
a standout track and also as a good 
showcase of their sound. Although it's 
mostly fast paced there are some well 
executed tempo changes and strong 


riffs throughout. Good stuff! 

So overall, there are four bands on 
offer here who are well worth a listen 
and | wholeheartedly give my support 
to this sort of release. It’s a good 
introduction, to what | really hope is a 
prospering underground scene and I 
recommend people check it out. 
We've got a few in the TNS distro so 
make sure you grab a copy, it's well 
worth it!

VII start this review by saying that 
despite executing their brand of organ 
driven 2-tone ska very efficiently, these 
guys are not particularly re-inventing 
the wheel. But | don't think they are 
aiming too either. The influences are 
obvious, with their sound clearly rooted 
in eighties 2-tone, with perhaps a hint 
of the sixties provided by the organ 
(particularly on last track, *Monkey 
Business'). What they might lack slightly 
in originality, they more than make 

up for with their technically proficient 
delivery. It's hard to pick real highlights 
as it's just a good, solid, well-written 
ska album from start to finish and the 
biggest complement | can give it is that 
if you heard this live, it would definitely 
have you dancing. What more could 
you ask for from this genre? This is a 
good quality, fun album and anyone 
out there mourning the loss of 3 Minute 
Warning should definitely pick this up. 
because you will love it.

A criticism would be that as a whole 
album it is a little samey, so it’s quite 
hard to pick stand out songs, although 
my personal favourite was actually 
probably the final track, ‘Message In 


A Molotov’, but | guess the lack of 
diversity does mean that if it had been 
a little shorter it would have been more 
impacting. 

However, if you want balls to the wall 
punk n’ roll this band deliver that very 
succesfully. It’s fast, aggressive and 
sleazy and if you like bands such as 
the Bronx you are probably gonna like 
this. I’m enjoying it more and more with 
every listen and that has to be a good 
thing. l'Il be trying to check them out 
live at some point soon.

ART REVIEW 

Ray Lowry Exhibition 

Salford Museum and Art Gallery 

5th December 2009 — 7th March 2010 
Pve never felt energy or optimism from 
an art exhibition before. | used to 
think of them as | experienced in my 
awkward teenage years; boring, a bit 
too consistent and unnecessarily quiet. 
But the Ray Lowry exhibition at the 
Salford Museum and Art Gallery has 
change all that. The inspiring life of 
the Salford born artist is told in bursts 
around a spacious but disorganised 
room, and | get the impression this 
says a lot about Lowry’s personality. 
Touring with The Clash in the seventies 
gave Lowry an opportunity to create 
vibrant ink pieces from the side of 

the stage and also gave him an 
introduction to the world of punk-rock 
and politics. The letters he wrote 

to friends are sprawled across one 
section giving an equally random 

and entertaining insight into his strong 
opinions about war, drugs and hating 
Paul McCartney! A small TV in the 
corner blasts out songs by The Clash 
and | like this — this exhibition didn’t 
deserve to be silent. It’s not just art 
on offer here. You can learn all about 
Lowry’s life and experiences from the 
quotes around the room. One which 
thrills me is the descriptive story of 
young Joe Strummer throwing a glass 
ash tray across a dressing room one 
evening on tour. The small collection 
of cartoon drawings, as featured in 
NME magazine in the eighties, shows 
just how passionate about some of 
these issues Lowry really was. By far 
my favourite part of the exhibition is 
the urban landscapes display. Lowry 
showed that he was more than capable 


of working on a range of different 
projects, but the difference in the 
chaotic style of his work with The Clash 
and the peaceful and detailed street 
scenes is uncanny. In one of the oil 
paintings a man is pictured standing 
at a bus stop. For me this is Lowry’s 
deepest and most character building 
piece and strangely | can understand 
not what the character is thinking, but 
exactly how Lowry is feeling as he 
paints. The eclectic exhibition didn’t 
have a starting point and nor does it 


seem to clearly end — a sure sign that 
the legacy of. Ray Lowry will continue 
to shine. You can check out more Ray 
Lowry work at the exhibition at The 
See Gallery in Lancashire, just check 
out www.seegallery.co.uk for details!
